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BAILKOAO MOTHS, 


The amount of money pnicl for acting 


on railway oars in this country during 
1883 aggregated almost exactly $4 for 
each inhabitant. 


The net earnings of all roads in 1883 


were $336,000,000, 4% per cent, on the 
investment. Less than one-third of this 
sum went for dividends. 


In the past half dozen yeais nbcmt 


$100,000,000 has been expended in new 
railroads iu Colorado. Practically all of 
them are unproductive of net earnings. 


The gross earnings of all loads) in 1883 


weie $823,000,000, $33,000,000 more 
than in 1882; $550,000,000 was fioni 
freight, and $215,000,000 from passen- 
gers. 


In 1830 there were 23 miles of railroad 


in operation in this country; in 181:0, 2,- 
818;inl850,t9,000; in 1860, 30,000; in 
1870, 
52,000; in 1S80, 92,000, and in 


]884, 120,000, 


The longest train ever known to have 


been drawn by one engine was by a loco- 
motive on the Northern Central, in 
Pennsylvania—183 empty freight curs, 
one loaded, two cabooses, and a dead 
engine up grade. This train was a mile 
and a quarter long. 


If the engines, passenger and freight 


cars of the United States were placed in 
line they would reach 5,400 miles, or 
form one solid train from New York to 
San Francisco, with lateral trains reach- 
ing from Chicago to St. Paul, to New 
Orleans and "Washington, D. C. 


Massachusetts leads 
all States in 


passenger traffic, her roads carrying 53,- 
000,000 persons last year; Pennsylvania 
is second with 50,000,000; New York 
third with 44,000,000, exclu&ive of ele- 
vated roads in New York City; Illinois 
fourth, with 25,000,000; 
New Jersey 


fifth, and Ohio sixth. 


Theie are 17,000 passenger cars in the 


country; 5,950 baggage, mail and express 
,cars,-and 750,000 freight cars. Neaily 
one-tourch of the freight cars, or 170,- 
000, ore owned in Pennsylvania; 100,000 
in New York, 88,000 in Ohio, 76,000 in 
Illinois. Pennsylvania leads in locomo- 
tives also, having 3,3-15; New York,-2,- 
600; 
Illinois, 2,400; Ohio, 2,390, and 


Indiana, 1,200. 
The&e five States have 


one half of oil the locomotives in the 
country. 


Four hundred millions of tons of 


freight were transported by the loads of 
the United States during 1883, tho aver- 
age charge being 1% cents per ton pel- 
mile. The average charge was 1.70 cents 
in New England, 1.04 cents in the Mid- 
dle States, 1.78 cents in the South, 1.23 
cents in the Western States, and 2.20 
cents on the Pacific Slope. 


Illinois still leads all other States in 


miles of railway, having 12,882 miles. 
Ohio is second with 9,000 miles, New 
York third with 7,230, Pennsylvania 
fourth, Indiana fifth, Missouri sixth, 
Wisconsin seventh, Texas eighth, Min- 
nesota ninth. There are 10,041 milea 
of track in Illinois, 11,405 in Ohio, 11,- 
254 in Ne-w York, 10,966 ^Pennsylvania, 
Michigan has a greater number of 
milea of aids tracks and second tracks 
than any other State in proportion to 
number of miles of main line. 


Pennsylvania leads all other States in 


the amount of freight handled by rail- 
road. During 1883 for every inhabitant 
of that State her roads carried twenty- 
five tona of freight. In the West the 
average is seven and a half tons per in- 
habitant, and iu the South only two 
tons. 
Pennsylvania's 
tonnage 
waa 


more than one quarter of the total of 
the United States, or 105,000,000 ; New 
York cornea second with 50,000,000 ; 
Ohio third with 43,000,000, Illinois 
fourth with 35,000,000. New Jersey 
is fifth and Indiana sixth. The Penn- 
sylvania Kailroad alone carried more 
than one-third of the tonnage in Penn- 
sylvania.

ftom Boston to the effect that Mrs. Par- 
tojll, the mother of the Irish leader, is 
in that city endeavoring to carry out a 
scheme for the importation of articles of 
exclusively Irish manufacture free of 
duty, and that she makes the proposi- 
tion on behalf of her eon that the politi- 
cal party in America which will favor 
such a policy will Secure the entire Irish 
American vote. The story is too absurd 
for a moment's entertainment, Mr. Par- 
nell has too much sense to make such a 
proposal, which simply means that the 
Irish American vote shall be put up for 
sale to the highest bidder, and he is to be 
the auctioneer. The_suggestion in itself is 
an insult to that class of our citizens, 
who although abounding in love for their 
mother country, have too much pride of 
citizenship to make it subject of barttr 
in any cause. 
The story mil no doubt 


be exploded promptly. That the vener- 
able mother of the Irish patriot should 
be in this country as a missionary in the 
cause is not unlikely, and there is much 
to be said in favor of her scheme. 
The 


importation of articles free of duty which 
we do not, and cannot msmufactxtre, is 
not in conflict with the American system 
of protection to home industries. On the 
contrary it might prove highly beneficial 
to our people as well as to the Irish 
manufacturers, in giving our consumers 
cheap goods and the Irish producers a 
good market. Ultimately the tariff issue 
will resolve itself into a demand for a 
prohibitive tariff on articles which we 
manufacture, and 
an extremely low 


tariff, or none nt all, on such aiticles 
or products as we need and cannot raise. 
Oar existing national debt, large pension 
list, and extraordinary governmental ex- 
penses occasioned by the war,necessitate 
the raising of so much revenue as to 
make the plan impracticable at this time.

pany have received a lot of new and 
costly machinery which is being placed 
in itheii planing mill and box factoiy 
below town. 
The heaviest, most com- 


plicated arid consequently most costlj 
piece of machinery in the lot is a ma- 
chine for manufacturing doors and win- 
dow sashes. From its size and the 
amount of machinery there is in it, one 
would suppose it capable of manufactur- 
ing most anything. 
When this new ma- 


chinery is in place the company will 
have a very complete mill, and will com- 
mence the manufacture of doors, saslies, 
blinds, boxes and turning of all kinds, 
all of which will necessarily 
give em- 


ployment to a number of men. 


Blnckleg in Oregon. 


The blackleg, or a disease supposed to 


be that, is causing great fatality in 
Wasco county, Oregon. 
The infection 


seems to be spreading and baffles the 
skill of the most experienced veterinary 
surgeons. 
Stock raisers in the vicinity 


are alarmed for the safety of their herds. 
Wasoo county joins Grant county, which 
bounds Hurnboldt on the north, but cat- 
tle from Waseo are not driven this way 
to market, so there is not much danger 
of the disease getting into Nevada. 


EDITOB Jonmui,:—Having a few leis- 


ure moments I will give you a short 
item in regard to the prospects of our 
little camp and where we are located. 
Bernice lies in the northeast corner of 
Churchill county, fifteen miles south of 
the Humboldt county line, on the Glen 
Alpine range, and nine miles directly 
east of the Humboldt stOi marsh. 
We 


have a tri-weekiy mail. 
Stages leave 


Lovelock's and Bernice Monday and 
Thursday mornings of each week, at 7 
A. M., and arrive at theae places on 
Tuesday and Friday afternoons. The 
stage 
line is 
owned and run 
by 


Peter West, of Lovelocks. Mr. West 
has the contract for the next two years. 
The distance between the two points is 
sixty-two miles. Our town at present 
can only boast of about a dozen houses, 
two stores, one saloon, one hotel, and 
one blacksmith shop. 
Williams & Co. 


run one store and saloon. W. A. Van- 
Reed displays a shingle for groceries 
boots, shoes, clothing, confectionery 
and Yankee notions. 
The hotel is 


owned and run by R. H. Parker. There 
are but two ladies in the camp at pres- 
ent—Mrs. Parker, the hostess of the 
Parker House, and Mrs. G. B. Williams, 
who superintends the culinary depart- 
ment at the mine. The mill is running 
steadily on the Golden Crown ore. 
It 


has run about thirty days. The first 
fiftee'n day run the company shipped 
four bars of bullion valued at $4,500 
and the prospects are as good for the 
same result at the next run. 
There 


are other mines in the district equally 
as good and perhaps better than the 
Golden Crown. I will mention the 
Wild Goose, owned by A. P. Healy, 
Lason and Jordon, and 
the Silver 


Ridge, owned by Hoyt and Chas. Gil- 
bert. 
Fifty tons of first-class ore from 


the Wild Goose, worked at this mill 
showed an average of $152 per ton 
fifty tons of second-class ore yielded S72 
per ton; twenty-five tons of ore from 
the Silver Ridge, treated at the same 
mil], showed a result of $127 per ton 
and twenty-five tons, treated at Sal 
Lake, netted $72 per ton, after paying 
all expenses. The Oregon, owned by 
James Deveney, bids fair to equal either 
of the others. This mine is stripped 
the entire 1,500 feet and has an incline 
seventy-five feet deep, showing a vein 
of good ore at that depth.

one so much to render its institutions just, 
•qnaland beneS cent, the safeguard of liberty 
and the embodiment of the best thought and 
highest purposes of our citizens. The Bepub- 
lican party has gained Its'strength by a quick 
and faithful response to the demands of the 
people for freedom and equality of all men for 
a united nation, assuring the rights of all citi- 
zens, for tbs elevation of labpr, tor an honest 
currency, for purity In legislation and for in- 
tergrity and accountability in all the deport- 
ments of the Government, and it accepts anew 
ihe duty of leading in the work of progress 
and reform. 


We lament the death of President Garfteld, 
whose sound statesmanship, long conspicuous 
in Congress, gave promia e of a strong and suc- 
cessful administration, a promiselully realized 
during the short period of his office as Presi- 
dent of the United States. His distinguished 
success in war and peace has endeared him to 
the hearts of the American people. 
In the ad- 
ministration of Presidest Arthur we recognize 
a wiso, conservative and patriotic policy,under 
Which the country has been blessed with re- 
markable prosperity. 
We believe hia eminent 
services are entitled to and will receive the 
hearty approval of every citizen, 
It is the first duty of a good Government to 
protect the rights and promote the inteiests of 
its own people. The largest diversity of in- 
dustry is most productive of general prosperity 
and*tiie comfort and independence of the peo- 
ple, the taxpayers, without injuring the laborer 
or the great productive interests of the coun- 
try. 


We recognize the importance of sheep hus- 
bandry in the United States, tho aerious de- 
pression which it 13 now experiencing, and the 
danger threatening its future prosperity, and 
we therefore respect the demands ot the repre- 
sentatives of this important agncu Ituralin- 
terest for the readjustment of tlio duty upon 
foreign wool, in order that such industry shall 
have full and adequate protection 
We there- 


fore demand that the imposition of duties on 
foreign imports shall be made not for revenue 
only, but that in raising the requisite revenue 
for the Government such duties shall be so 
levied as to afford security if our di versified 
industries and protection to the rights and 
wages of the laborer, to the end that active and 
intelligent labor, as well as capital, may ha\e 
its just reward, and the laboring man his full 
share in the national prosperity. 


Against the so-called economic system of the 
Democratic party, which would degrade our 
labor to the foreign standard, we enter our 
earnest protest. The Democratic party has 
lolled completely to relieve the people of the 
burdtn^gf unnecessary taxation by a wise rc- 
ductiou ot the surplus. The Bepublican party 
pledges itself to correct tho ineyulaiities oi 
the tariff and reduce the surplus not by the 
vlciouts and indiscriminate process of horizon- 
tal reduction, but by such methods as will it- 
lieve tho taxpayer without injuring the laborer 
or the great productive interests oi the coun- 
try. 
The liepul'ljcau party Ja%ors u policy 
which shall keep us iiom entangling alliances 
with foreign nations and which gives us tus 
right to expect that foreign nations shall i e- 
1'raiu tio:n modelling iu American aflaira. The 
policy which seeks peace can trailo with all 
Powers, but especially wltL those ot the West- 
ern Hemisphere. 


We demand the restoration of our navy to 
Its olrl-time streugth and efficiency, that it may 
In any sea protect the rights of American citi- 
zens and the interests ot American commerce, 
and we call upon Congress to remove the bur- 
dens under which American shipping has been 
depressed, so that it may again be true that we 
have a commerce. 


It is the duty of Congress to enact such laws 
as shall promptly and effectually suppres the 
system of polygamy within our Territories, 
and divorce the political from the ecclesiasti- 
cal power of the so-called Mormon Chinch, and 
that the laws so enacted should be rigidly en- 
forced by the civil authorities, if possible, and 
by the military, if need be. 
The people of the United States, in their or- 
ganized capacity, constitute a nation and not a 
mere confederacy of States. 
'the National 


Government is supreme within the sphere of 
its national duty, butthe States have reserved 
rights which should be faithfully maintained. 
We have always recommended tho best money 


known to the civilized world, and we urge that 
efforts should be made to unite all the com- 
mercial nations in the establishment of an in- 
ternational standard, which shall fix tor all 
the relative value of gold and silver coinage. 
The regulations of commerce with foreign 
nations and between the States is one oi the 
most important prerogatives of the general 
Government, and the Bepublican party dis- 
tinctly announces its purpose to support such 
* legislation as will fully and efficiently carry 
out the constitutional power of Congress over 
interstate commerce. 


The principle of the public regulation of 
railroad corporations is a wise and salutary 
one for the protection of all classes of the peo- 
ple, and we favor legislation that shall prevent 
unjust discrimination and excessive charges 
for transportation, and that shall secure to the 
people and the railways alike the fair and 
equal protection of tho laws. 


We favor the establishment of a national 
bureau of labor, the enforcement of the eight- 
hour law, and a wise and judicious system of 
general education by adequate appropriations 
from the national revenue where the same is 
needed. 


We believe that everywhere the protection 
accorded to citizens of American birth must be 
secured to citizens by American adoption, and 
we favor the settlement of national differences 
by international arbitration. 
The Bepublican party, having its bir»h in a 
hatred of slave labor and a desire that all men 
may be truly free and equal, is unalterably op- 
posed to placing our workingmeu in competi- 
tion with any form of servile labor, whether at 
home or abroad. In this spirit we denounce 
the importation,of contractlabor, whetherfrom 
Europe or Asia,'as an offense against the spirit 
of American institutions, and wo pledge our- 
selves to sustain the present law restricting 
Chinese immigration and to provide such fur- 
ther legislation as is necessary to carry out its 
purposes. 


The reform ol tbe civil service auspiciously 
begun under Bepublican administration should 
be completed by the further extension of the 
reform system already established by law to 
all grades of the service to which it is applica- 
ble. The spirit and- purpose of the reform 
should be observed in all executive appoint- 
ments and all laws at variance with the object 
of existing reform legislation should be re- 
pealed, to the end that the dangers to free in. 
stitutlons which lurk in the power of official 


citizena and residents of tho Territories 
wherein they are to serve. 
The grateful thanks of the American people 
«re due to the Union soldiers and sailors of the 
lafe war, and the Republican party stands 
pledged to provide suitable pension for all who 
were disabled and for the widows and orphans 
of those who died in the war. The ilepubli- 
cou part; also pledges itself to the repeal of 
the limitation contained in the Arrears of Pen- 
sions Act of 1879, so that all invalid soldiers 
shall share alike and their pensions begin 
within the date of disability or discharge and 
not with the date of the application.

ests oi labor, and while the recent law of Con- 
gress restricting the immigration of the Chi- 
nese has approved itself to the people, we de- 
mand that it be supplemented by such further 
legislation as may not only be necessary to at- 
tain the object in view, but also prohibit the 
wholesale importation of persons on contract 
of labor trom any country. 
Besolved, That in view of the increased 
prosperity of the people at large in a great de- 
gree consequent upon the wise and settled 
policy oi the Government, we deem it impoli- 
tic at present to attempt any change in tho 
revemie and tariff laws now in force 
( 
Besolved, That the reduction in duties on 
imported wools, made by the Act of Congress 
in March, 1883, resulted in paralyzing the bus- 
iness ot wool growing in the United States and 
in transferring the same to foreign nations, 
and we demand the restoration of the wool 
tariff of 1807 at the earliest possible moment. 
Besolved, That gold and silver have co-ex- 
isted and formed the monetary circulation oi 
the world since the originlof human society, 
that the agitation against silver threatening to 
destroy its value and use as inonev is a blunder 
and a crime, which can only result iu a de- 
strnction oi values without any compensation, 
doubling the purchasing power of gold lor tho 
exclusive benciit of the interest bearing capital 
ot the country at the expense of bread winners, 
diminishing their wages and injuring the pro- 
ducing and toxpaying classes.

the establishment by Hie Geneia-1 Government 
ol a postal telegraph service. 
Besolvtd, That ttie great act by the Bepubli- 
can party ol the emancipation of the people ol 
Alrican descent, a people held for a century in 
the bondage ot slavery and ignorance, has im- 
posed o solemn obligation upon the National 
Crovernineut to aid in the cost ol educating the 
treedmenand their children so that they shall
